Study Suggestions on Best Way to Aid 
Greatest Number.

NEW YORK, July 21.—Leopold 


Schepp, 85 years old, philanthrop- 
ist, today asked the public for sug- 
gestions as to the best> way- in 
which he could distribute his» mil- 
tons. He recently tablished a 
foundation with a $2,500,000 trust 


fund, to assist deserving young 
boys: In addition he has distrib- 
uted some $8,500,000 in individual 
donations, lump sums, * sifts and 
rensions. 

Now he wants to accelerate the 
distribution of other millions, but 
desires to canvass the entire sub- 
fect of public philanthropy with a 
view to determining the way which 
will afford the quickest and surest 
relief to those who need and mer- 
it help and at the same time offer 
some permanent good to society. 

Sitting in the office on Hudson 
street, where the headquarters of 
his cocoanut business has been 
more than 60 years, Schepp an- 
nounced his intentions 
absolutely from commerce and 
devote his time, ttention 
money to philanthropy. 

“IT wish to make philanthropy a 
study,”’-he said, “and will be glad 
to entertain any suggestions that 
can be made on*the subject.”’ 

“We are now paying up to $40,- 
000 a month from the feundation’s 
fund, but it .is not moving fast 
enough to suit me and T want to 
broaden the scope of the work.

Coolidge Has in View the Elimina- 
tion of Useless Branches to 

Reduce Appropriations.

SWAMPSCOTT, Mass., July 21, 
*hairman Hale of the Senate 
Naval Committee has been asked 
by President Coolidge to make an 
intensive study to determine 
whether there are useless naval 
activities that could be done away 
with, with a view to reducing ap- 
propriations. 

Senator Hale during a confer- 
ence yesterday with the President 
reported on an inspection he had 
just completed and expressed the 
opinion that the strong naval base 
should be established on the west 
coast, that improvement of the 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, base should 
be expedited: and that increased 
attention should be paid to avia- 
tion. Afterward, Senator Hale de- 
clared himself in favor of reduc- 
ing appropriations wherever poer- 
sible but said that care should poe 
taken not to destroy efficiency.

be tested in the higher courts. The 
jury quickly returned a verdict of 
guilty and Judge Raulston tinposed 
a fine of $100 on Scopes. 

The immediate cause of the de- 
fense’s sudden action was a ruling 
by Judge Raulston, which  nar- 
rowed the issue in the case to a 
mere question.of whether Scopes 
taught that man had descended 
from a lower order of animals. 
Scopes has never denied teaching 
that man descended from a lower 
order of animals, but the defense 
has contended that such teaching 
would not constitute a violation of 
the law.

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SIGNS ON HIGHWAYS 
IN MAINE TAKEN 
DOWN UNDER LAW 


All Advertising Devices That 
Obstruct Clear View of 
Roads to Be Razed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PORTLAND, Me., July 21.— 


Backed by laws made by the 1925 


Maine Legislature, the State High- 
way Police are removing from the 
highways big advertising signs. 
Already several hundred signs 
have been removed following or- 
ders issued by the highway police. 

Gov. Brewster has instructed the 
highway police to remove all signs, 
billboards, panels, placards, notices 
of other advertising devices, which 
obstruct the clear view of the 
highways or prevent their’ safe 
use. 

One Maine clothing dealer with 
stores in several cities has volun- 
tarily removed aBDout 200 _ sign- 
boards and assurances have been 
given by other concerns that they 
intend to comply with the new 
law. 

Hearty co-operation is being 
given the State authorities in re- 
ply to Gov. Brewster's request for 
the removal of advertising signs, 
rubbish and random brush to 
make the highways of the State 
more attractive to visitors. The 
law, enacted by the last 
legislature, provides that the 
posting of all kinds of adver- 
tising signboards in, upon or 
above the highways are. prohib- 
ited. This means within the width 
of the road or in places where the 
view of the intersecting’ road 
might be obstructed or where such 
signs might in any way endanger 
the traé#fic passing over the road. 
The fine for such sign posting is 
set at not less than $5 or more 
than $500. Signs which the State 
Highway Department might au- 
thorize are exempted from the pro- 
visions of the act.

Inmates of the Blind Girls’ 
Home, and other persons who were 
sided by the charitable and educa- 
tional benefactions of Mrs. Mary 
E. Culver, amounting to more than 
$1,000,000, will attend Mrs. Cul- 
ver’s funeral at Kingshighway 
Presbyterian Church Thursday af- 
ternoon. 

Mrs. Culver, who was 84 years 
old, died yesterday afternoon at 
her home, 6887 Cabanne avenue, 
following a paralytic stroke the 
previous night. A nephew, L. C. 
Willis, of Indianapolis, who is one 
of the nearest surviving relatives, 
was present when she died. 

The body will lie in state in the 
church, Kingshighway and Cab- 
anne avenue, from 1:30 to 2:30 p. 
m. Thursday. The funeral will be 
held at 3 o'clock, and burial will 
be in Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

She was a native of Indiana, her 
parents having removed to that 
State from Virginia in the °30s. She 
married Louis L. Culver in 1860, 
and in 1865 they came to, 8t. Louis, 
and Culver, with the late Robert 
H. Stockton, founded a stove man- 
ufacturing business. 

Was Active in Business. 

The business became the Majes- 
tic Manufacturing Co., of which 
Culver was president until his 
death in 1899. The business was 
carried on by Stockton, who died a 
few years ago. Mrs. Culver was 
actively interested in the business, 
and was a director of the company. 

Mrs. Culver and Stockton both 
gave largely to the college at Can- 
ton, in Northeast Missouri, which 
was originally Christian University, 
but which is now Culver-Stockton 
College. Her gifts to this institu- 
tion were more than $250,000. 

In January’ 1917, she gave $170,- 
000 to Washington University, to 
endow clinical instruction and re- 
search in surgery, in the Medical 
School. 

Largest Single Gift. 

Her largest single benefaction 
was to the Blind Girls’ Home, 5235 
Page boulevard, to which her gifts 
for building, endowment and main- 
tenance are estimated to have 
amounted to $350,000.

base.

GOOSEBERRY TAPIOCA. 
Soak. two-thirds of a cupful of 


pearl tapioca for two or three 
hours in slightiv salted wa- 
ter. Drain, put in a double boiler 
with 1% cupfuls of boiling water’ | 
and one-fourth teaspoonful of salt. 
and cook until the tapioca has ab- 
sorbed the water. Then add two 
cupfuls of ripe gooseberries and 
one cupful of sugar and cook until 
the berries are tender and broken 
and the tapioca is transparent. 
Granulated tapioca may be’ used 
in place of the pearl. In this case 
edd the tapioca to the hot water, 
using three to four cupfuls of the 
latter. 
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How to Wash Flannel, Serge 


and Worsted. 


LANNEL, serge and worsted 
materials should always be 
washed in lukewarm, soapy 


water: soap should never be rubbed 
on them and they should not be 
wrung out or they will shrink. 


RICH CHERRY PRESERVES. 
Wash, stem and stone as many 


large, ripe, black cherries as are 
to be done. Allow a pint of sugar 
to each quart of cherries. Let 
stand a few minutes in the pre- 
,serving kettle to draw the juice by 
constant stirring. then set on the 
stove. Cook slowly and skim, then 
cook down until rich and thick. 
Can in pint or half pint jars and 
seal.
